Gen. Frank W. Palmer of Chicago is still 
at the head of the running for Chief of the 
Government Printing Office.

There is general desire in Congress to get 
rid of Mr. Benedict, who now holds the 
place. He has not administered the office 
to the satisfaction of the Senators in par- 
ticular; and besides that has made many 
political discharges among the printers and 
disorganized the office to a large extent. 
There is a strong desire to get rid of Bene-

GREAT FLOODS THREATEN THE WEST. 


Bonds of Winter Are Broken and the 
Rivers Are Rising with Fright- 
ful Rapidity. 


Omaha, Neb., March 18.—Dispatches from 
all points in the Northwest indicate that the 
bonds of winter were simultaneously broken 
today and the streams that have been bound 
in ice for months are suddenly turned to 
raging torrents. The worst reports come 
from South Dakota. Along the Missouri 
tonight the settlers are fleeing in darkness 
from rapidly increasing floods. 

The snow that capped the State lay from 
four to six feet deep on the level. Twodays 
of warm weather with two nights of rain 
have set this all running to the river. At 
Pierre, the Cheyenne and Bad Rivers at 
Chamberlain, the White at Yankton, the Big 
and Little Sioux Rivers lower down, and the 
Floyd at Sioux City are pouring their tor- 
rents on to the icein the Missouri, which has 
not yet broken. 

The lowlands are flooded and the rivers are 
rising with frightful rapidity. All the worst 
apprehensions of the winter seem to be now 
realized, The Platte River, swollen to more 
than its usual spring height, is rushing into 
the Missouri, carrying with it the débris 
of wrecked bridges and farm yards in its 
valley. The Elkhorn adds its flood to the 
Platte and all the valleys seem to be afloat. 

From Iowa come stories of ice gorges on 
the Des Moines River at Fort Dodge and 
Madrid, flooding milés of the bottoms and 
doing great damage. 

It is warm tonight and a warm rain is 
falling. This indicates a tremendous in- 
crease in the floods before another day has 
passed.

ENORMOUS DEFICIT IN INDIA. 


Country Falls Behind 19,870,000 Rupees 
on Account of the Famine 
and Plague. 


Calcutta, March 18.—The financial state- 
ment just issued shows a deficit for thé last 
year of 19,870,000 rupees. The famine has 
cost 60,810,000 rupees in relief work and loss 
of revenue. ; 

The estimates for the coming year expect 
‘a deficit of 42,640,600 rupees, the work of re- 
lief absorbing 36,410,000 rupees of this sum. 
The total famine relief expense for both 
years is estimated at 56,070,000, but much de- 
pends upon the future prospects of the 
weather and crops. This sum does not in- 
clude 8,000,000 rupees advanced tothe ryots 
or cultivators of the soil. 

The railway program will be continued, 
and this will necessitate a loan of four 
crores (a crore of rupées is $5,000,000) in 
India and $17,500,000 in England, besides 
$1,000,000 for the temporary debt. The 
drawings of the Secretary of State on India 
amount to $65,000,000. 

The statement concludes with expressing 
the hope that financial progress will be re- 
sumed when the famine and plague have

HOHENLOHE RESTRAINS THE KAISER. 


By So Doing He Averts a Crisis in Ger- 
man State Affairs Over the 
Naval Budget. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Berlin, March »18.—[Copyright, 1897.]— 
Chancellor von Hohenlohe’s influence suc- 
ceeded in calming the Kaiser and averting 
a Ministerial crisis after today’s discussion 
in the Reichstag. 

There is no doubt a majority of this body 
will adopt the resolutions of the Budget 
committee and refuse most of the new war- 
ships. 

In consequence, however, of Hohenlohe's 
circumspection, the government will take 
matters quieti¥. There will be neither a dis- 
solution nor a ministerial crisis, but the gov- 
ernment is resolved to construct all the war- 
ships, even though refused by the Reichstag. 

Debate in the Reichstag. 


Berlin, March 18.—The debate in the 
Reichstag on the naval estimates began 
today. Dr. Lieber, Clerical Chairman of 
the committee, during a speech lasting sev- 
eral hours, explained the course pursued 
by the committee. Prince Hohenlohe, the 
imperial Chancellor, declared that the ne- 
cessity Germany would have for a fleet was 
generally recognized, addipg that a display 
of power was a first condition for the de- 
velopment of trade, and was necessary to 
make sure that no one should find it an easy 
task to disturb the country’s development. 

“The growth of other fleets,” he contin- 
ued, is additional ground to demand new 
ships. The fleet does not reach modern re- 


| quirements, and the quicker we reach our 


goal the greater weight we shall be able to 
place in this country for the preserving of 
peace.“ [Applause.] 

Herr Muller, Centrist, recalled the opin- 
ion Of Prince Birmarck that Germany must 
rely on her land forces. The Center party, 
he added, had voted all that was necessary, 
and a halt in the building of ships must be 
made somewhere. As it was, a loan of 80,- 
000,000 marks was necessary for the navy.

“Why should not Crete be autonomous, or 
united with Greece? Yet it is undetached in 
theory from Turkey,.as Bosnia and.Herze- 
govina.. Greece, by her bold action, has con- 
ferred a great service in Europe, and has 
made it impogsible to falter with the ques- 
tion as we have faltered with the blood- 
stained question of Armenia. She has ex- 
tricated it from the meshes of diplomacy 
and has placed it on the order of the day for 
a definite solution. I remember no case in 
which so small a state bas conferred so 


great a benefit.“

nal, Cargo on fire; please stand by to as-

The Carthaginian. stood by until it was 
certain the Rialto could not be saved, and 
then took off the- crew. March 3, at 5 in 
the morning, a terrific explosion had ripped 
the cover off the fore hatch of the HRialto 
and a choking volume of dense, sulphurous 
smoke poured out of the forehold. The carge 
included a big lot of chemicals, and all knew 
what had happened. The men rushed to 
fire quarters at once, and the first to reach 
the fore hatch stumbled over a seaman dead 
upon thé deck. Close beside him lay First 
Officer Coleman, badly wounded. 

The sailors ran the fire hose and the steam 
hose into the burning hold, battened down 
the hatch again in an attempt to smother 
or drown out the fire, and flooded the fore- 
hold until the ship was done by the head. 

Fire Burns Fiercely. 

But the chemicals continued to burn fierce- 
ly, giving off suffocating fumes. Other ex- 
plosions followed, showing that the fire had 
eaten its way into the next hold aft. It was 
flooded, too, without avail. The deck plates 
grew hotter and hotter, then the ship fell 


into the trough of the sea, and great waves 


swept over it, smashing everything above 
decks to flinders, with the fire still gaining 
ground. The men were almost played gut 
and the ship half full of water and had 
given up the fight when they were rescued. 


Survivors of St. Nazaire. 


All is being done that can be done to make 
the St. Nazaire’s survivors, who were 
brought here yesterday by the Hilda, com- 
fortable, 

Capt. Berri, who is 58 years old, and a 
trusted employé of the French steamship 
line, is under the care of a doctor.- The 
physician found his patient's throat fearfully 
parched and his lungs in the same condli- 
tion. After a careful examination the doc- 
tor said that with careful treatment Capt. 
Berri might recover. It would be over a 
week, howewer, before he could take any 
solid food. The Captain’s body is covered 
with bruises from being thrown about the 
boat while it was on the tempest lashed sea.

Then the officers and crew 
of the doomed vessel took what places re- 
mained. Through his physician Capt. Ber- 
ri said: 

“The supply of food and water on the 
small boat was exhausted the first day 
and then began the awful struggle in which 
thirty-one of the thirty-five persons in the 
boat perished. 

Mrs. Tegago and her four children were 
among the first to succumb. The water 
gave out and a few biscuits remained. The 
men were choking in swallowing the dry 
stuff, and in desperation they drank sal: 
water. Those who commenced to drink 
the brine could not be stopped and 
in a few days they became maniacs, dying 
in convulsions. Others who resisted the 
temptation to drink salt water could not 
stand the deprivation and died from hunger. 
Those who remained had not strength 
enough to move, and when the boat was 
picked up there were four of the dead With 
the living. I did everything I could to induce 
the urifortunate people to keep from drink- 
ing salt water and to set themselves to fight 
death, but what I said had little effect.“

Carson, Nev., March 18.—Just before the 
fight an interesting conversation took place 
in Corbett’s dressing-room at the arena be- 
tween the champion and referee, George 
Siler. Corbett opened the conversation by 
saying:

“How do you think that you are going to 
win it, that you make such a remark as 
that?’ asked Siler. 

O, I don’t mean any reflection on you,” 
rejoined Corbett. But there are lots of 
friends from San Francisco at the ringside 
and they will not stand it to see me lose. If 
Martin Julian goes into that ring he will 
have the whole top of his head blown off.“ 

That means, I suppose,“ said Siler, 
that if I don’t do just right the whole top 
of my head will be blown off.“ 

Not at all,“ Corbett replied. “ But my 
friends will not stand for me to lose.’’ 

J had better tell you one thing,” said 
Stier, and that is the very best you are 
going to get out of this thing will bean even 
break. That is all you are entitled to, and it 
is all that you are going to get. That is all 
Fitzsimmons has coming to him, and will 
get just that and nothing more. It is pos-

Corbett again declared that he Rad not 
meant that any attempt would be made to 
intimidate the referee, but that he feared 
the feelings of his friends could not be re- 
strained in case they saw him losing.

of the battle she stood upon the floor or chair, 
excitedly encouraging her husband or hurl- 
ing reproaches and instructions at his sec- 
onds. As the battle went on she became 
more and more demonstrative, sometimes 
breaking out with exclamations which bor- 
dered on the profane. | 

At every blow which her lanky spouse re- 
ceived from his antagonist her eyes bulged 
out.and with her fists clenched she cried:

KNOCKOUT BLOW DELIBERATELY 
PLANNED BY ira. 


Swings Carelessly for the Head aud 
When Corbett Leans Back to Avoid 
It the Awfal Punch Is Landed on 
the Stomach—The Ex-Champion’s 
Training Methods Are Severely 
Criticised—His Blows More Numer- 
ous than Those of the Cornishman.

Carson City, Nev., March 18.—{Copyright, 
1897.}—The great fight for the championship 
of the world is over, and, contrary to public 
opinion and the opinion of betting men, Fitz- 
simmons was the champion of both classes, 
middleweight and heavyweight. _ 

That he is a dangerous man to face in a 
twenty-four-foot ring has been proven to 
the thorough satisfaction of all who take 
an interest in the game of prize fighting. 
He was hit at least a dozen times to every 
one blow that he got in. People all about 
the arena had just about made up their 
minds that they were soon to see Corbett 
pronounced the winner of the heavyweight 
championship of the world, when there was 
“4 Jule movement by Fitzsimmons, and a 
lead of Corbett’s. The lanky middleweight 
hung apparently half exhausted against 
his opponent's broad chest, his little blue 
eyes were sparkling, his face seemed calm 
and without an expression. He was pushed 
away by Corbett, who seemed to be guard- 
ing only a short arm blow. Fitzsimmons 
swung his left, Corbett drew back, which is 
his custom, to let the swing fan by his 
face. 3 

Pian That Was Well Laid. 

As it had been done many times before, 
he did not draw his head back quite far 
enough. Fitz’s left landed lightly on his 
chin, but that was not what Fitz was inter- 
ested in; that was only, apparently, to make 
Corbett do exactly what he did do—draw 
himself back so that the pit of his stomach 
was completely exposed and the body bend- 
ing back, not only leaving the stomach ex- 
posed, but preparing it to receive the blow 
and to get the most punishment that possibly 
could be received from it. It was Fitssim- 
mons’ short, right-hand uppercut. There 
was sufficient force to it to have torn the 
vitals out of Corbett had the fist not been 
covered by the padded glove. 

As usual in cases of the kind, few people 
saw how ‘it was done, but Fitz, no doubt, 
had planned it thorouggly. He knew that 
unless Corbett’s: body was strained back- 
ward, making the stomach protrude, the 
effect of the blow would not be sufficient 
to make any matcrial difference in his favor; 
so the left was swung in what would appear 
a half-hearted manner, and that is just what 
deceived Corbett, for, instead of stepping 
back, as he would have done had the left 
swing been a very vicious one, he merely 
drew back. The time between the swing of 
the left and the stepping in and ripping up 
of the right by Fitzsimmons was almost too 
quick for the human eye to follow. 

Fell in the Trap Neatly. 

Corbett did not even straighten the body. 
He, remained in the bending back position, 
his right leg, which was back of the other, 
began bending more at the knee, and he 
sank slowly. until his knee touched 
the floor. Fitz made another quick 
move as if to swing again with the left, 
but apparently not feeling sure but 
what Corbett’s knee would reach the floor 
before his blow reached Corbett’s jaw, where 
it was intended it should land, which, of 
course, would have made it a foul, Fitz 
again showed his coolness and good general- 
ship by stopping the blow and stepping 
back, and poor Corbett, with a deadly pallor 
on his face, and his eyes rolling heavenward, 
threw his left hand up and grasped the top 
rope and struggled to get to his feet. The 
breath had been knocked out of him. He 
could not breathe, nor could he speak. His 
mind was perfectly clear, which made his 
condition ten times more horrible for him 
to realize. He would struggle and it seemed 
as if he wanted to say, Wait one minute 
and I will be there.“ 

It would not be necessary to wait one min- 
ute if such a thing were possible as to give 
him another chance, but, of course, that was 
out of the question. 

The proud, ambitious, young gladiator that 
a few seconds before was giving one of the 
most magnificent exhibitions of scientific 
sparring, and no doubt to all his friends 
was appearing to have things coming his 
own way, was counted out and declared 
the loser of the battle of his life. 

It was a sight that no doubt Made Corbett’s 
bitterest enemies relinquish for a moment 
their spite against him. He'struggled:to his 
feet, but it was too late. His terrible mental 
battle during the few seconds that he was 
physically disabled was plainly expressed 
by his mechanical move of the body towards 
his opponent the instant he was able to 
stand on his feet. 


Threw Off the Poisonous Gases. 


The first exhalation from his lungs, which 
threw out the poisonous carbonic acid gas, 
gave him instant relief, and almost before 
he had time to inhale the first breath he 
sprang upon his happy opponent and fought 
like a demon. Hecried:. I am not licked. 
I am not licked. See, I am able to fight. 
Fitzsimmons, you can never lick me.“ 

It took the combined efforts of half a dozen 
seconds and bottle-holders and one of the 
attendants to pull them apart. Fitzsimmons 
made no effort to fight back, but seemed 
greatly surprised at the action of his de- 
feated opponent. I do not think Corbett 
should be criticised for this action, for he 
really did not know what he was doing. He 
was intoxicated by the poisonous gases 
which accumulated in his body during the 
temporary suspension of respiration, and 
the movement was mechanical and only ex- 
pressed the last thought that was on his 
mind while he was disabled. Of course 
everybody sympathizes with Corbett, und at 
the same time they cannot help but admire 
the lanky middleweight, who was fighting 
against at least twenty-three pounds extra 
weight and the cleverest boxer that ever 
stepped into a ring.

He did not seem to realize himself, nor did 
any of those about him, that it is not an 
ordinary pace continued for a long time that 
tests a man’s wind, but it isa very fast pace, 
and not continued too long, that is required 
in fighting. What I mean by this is that 
Corbett or any other fighter should train as 
near as possible, or rather make efforts as 


near as possible, such as will be required in 
the ring.

The most of his exercise could be taken as 
it always has been heretofore in training 
fighters, by running, walking, bag punching, 
and handball playing. 

I hope that this will not be his last battle 
for the championship, for I feelsure that the 
American people have never yet seen him at 
his dest in the ring. I still say that he is 
physically bigger, stronger, and better today 
than ever he was in his life, if he was proper- 
ly trained for his fight. His trainer, De- 
laney, is perfectly capable of the task of 
putting him into that condition, but he 
should assert himself and have his ewn way, 
for he certainly knows more about it than 
those who go about offering suggestions. 
Corbett has no one to blame but himself. I 
am sorry for him, and hope that he will soon

FIGHT IS IN NOWISE DEGRADING. 


Ingalls Says It Is Not Nearly So Brutal 
as Football and Is Not Even 
Exciting.

Carson, Nev., March 18.—(Copyright, 1897. 
—It was very much like a Presidential nom- 
inating convention or a political rally in the 
open air toward the end of a campaign, when 
party feeling runs high and public questions 
are to be debated by popular orators. The 
audience was composed almost entirely of 
young men under 30. There were few in mid- 
dle life, and the graybeards scarcely out- 
numbered the women. It was a good- 
natured, jollying crowd, but not boisterous 
nor rough, nor guying, nor turbulent. The 
newspaper representatives were charming 
young fellows, and the sports and toughs 
appeared to be affable men of the world, as 
much interested in the preservation of order 
as the magistrates or the police. 

The clergy and the professors were not 
present unless disguised, but every other 
rank in society had its representatives. Al- 
together the assemblage was fully up to the 
level of those in attendance at horse races, 


baseball and football games, bench shows, 


agricultural exhibitions, and similar gath- 
erings Mast or West. As at those, here also 
were fakers, crooks, gamblers, gentlemen 
with Cleveland necks, diamonds on hands 
not strictly manicured, saloons in full ac- 
tivity, games of chance, pool-rooms, and the 
usual opportunities for indulgence and dis- 
sipation. Any gentleman desiring to risk 
his money or his brains could find the chance 
as he can in San Francisco or New York. 
But I did not see a drunken man, nor a pistol, 
nor hear more than customary profanity at 
the arena nor elsewhere in Carson, notwith- 
standing the alleged depravity of the people 
of Nevada in legislating for glove contests. 
If the encounter between Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons yesterday was one of the mem- 
orable battles of the world, as asserted by 


many chroniclers and judges of such events, 


then the sorrow, the dangers, and the im- 
moralities of the prize ring are largely the 
product of the imagination. The ordinary 
game of football between two college teams 
displays more brutality and is attended with 
more peril to life and limb than appeared 
in any of the fourteen rounds that closed 
so disastrously for Corbett. More broken 
ribs and fractured collar bones result from 

urdle jumping and horse racing every sea- 

n than are possible in pugilism for a 
century. 

Ring fighting has become one of the estab- 
lished industries. It is a regular trade or 
vocation. The Carson meeting was a purely 
mercenary venture, thoroughly advertised 
by ingenious provocations to public curios- 
ity, and adroitly managed as a money-mak- 
ing speculation. It lacked every element of 
personal heroism. The danger was mini- 
mized by whatever precaution ingenuity 
could devise without depriving the public 
altogether of an opportunity for excitement 
and emotion. The two wary veterans, after 
many weeks of elaborate preparation by 
exercise, diet, practice, and attention to the 
rules of good health, appeared at last in the 
arena like actors upon the stage ofa theater, 
for cash. 

Neither seemed to be spoiling for a fight. 
The object apparently was to avoid rather 
than to inflict injury. There were minuets, 
embraces, genuflexions, side talks, and 
horseplay, and grins at the audience. The 
catastrophe came unexpectedly to both. 
Harmlessly, with no more pain than the 
drawing of a tooth under the influence of 
ether, perhaps not so much. Taken alto- 
gether it was an interesting spectacle, but 
with no more excitement in the audience 
than passion in the performers. As an ex- 
hibition of gymnastics, skill, dexterity, and 
physical science, it was a success, but as a 
giadiatorial combat, whose participants 
were “ butchered to make a Roman holi- 
day.“ it was defective. The performance 
might have been witnessed by women and 
children, like the feats of Sandow and the 
trapeze performers of a circus, with no 
moral or intellectual improvement, perhaps, 
but with no detriment to mind or health. 

Those who traveled 38,000 miles and paid 
$40 for a seat to witness the battle may pos- 
sibly question whether it was not a high 
price for a tame hour, but they will have no 
reason to lament the injury to their manners 
or their morals. There are a great many 
things in this world that a man is giad to 
see once but does not care to see again. I 
never saw a prize-fight before, and I shall 
not attend another, no matter what compen- 
sation may be offered, not because it is 
wrong, but because once is enough for me. 
I feel like Lord Chesterfield, who after his 
first day’s hunting inquired of his host if 
gentlemen there did it a second time.

HE WILL BE THE NEXT POSTMASTER 
OF CHICAGO. . 


Senators Cullom and Mason Indorse 
Him—President Decides to Accept 
Hesing’s Resignation and Will 
likely Send Gordon's Name to the 
Senate Today—Hesitation at First 
Because of Hubbard’s Candidacy. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Charles U. Gordon = be the next Postmas- 
ter of Chicago. is appointment has all 
but been made out. The President hesitated 
about the acceptance of Postmaster Hesing's 
resignation only because of the complica- 
tions arising from the candidacy of John 
Hubbard. Had his name not been pressed 
he probably would have been left in charge 
of the office. It was felt, however, that as 
he was a candidate for Postmaster it would 
be unfair to give him temporary charge and 
then put some one over his head. 

Senator Cullom was an early caller at the 
White House this morning, and promptly 
indorsed Mr. Gordon for the place. Sen- 
ator Mason followed suit in spite of his dec- 
laration yesterday that he would not agree 
to Gordon's appointment until Coyne and 
some other people had been definitely pro- 
vided for. The President was extremely 
busy today, and was not able to give much 
attention to local affairs. 

He deemed it best, therefore, during the 
day to withhold his acceptance of Hesing’s 
resignation, chiefly because of the clerical 
labor involved in making out the new ap- 
pointment and sending it to the Senate. He

intimated to his Congressional callers in an 
unmistakable manner that it was his in- 
tention to appoint Mr. Gordon, and in fact 
in one or two cases the President practically 
requested an indorsement, so that the ap- 
pointment might be made officially as coming 
from the Chicago delegation entire. 

It was represented that it would not be 
charged up to any particular Congressman, 
but would be understood to be a matter in 
which all were interested alike. A proposi- 
tion was made to refer the appointment to 
Senator Mason and the seven Chicago Con- 
gressmen. This was at once abandoned. It 
is sald it was because it became evident Mr. 
Gordon would have had difficulty in secur- 
ing five out of the eight men from Chicago. 
Late this afternoon the President decided to 
accept Mr. Hesing’s resignation, and make 
out Gordon’s appointment as soon as the pa- 
pers can be received from the Postoffice De- 
partment. 

It is desired to have the appointment and 
the acceptance of the resignation take place 
at the same time, so that there shall be no 
vacancy. The appointment will probably 
go to the Senate tomorrow. 


Those in Chicago most interested in the 
outcome of the race for the Postmastership 
were ready to admit last evening that in all 
probability the name of C. U. Gordon would 
go to the Senate today as the President’s 
choice for that position. 

Assistant Postmaster Hubbard said he had 
no reason to doubt the news from Washing- 
ton, further than the fact that he had re- 
ceived no private advices from there, as he 
thought he would as soon as the matter was 
definitely decided. He thought it probable 
Mr. Gordon had been agreed upon. 

F. E. Coyne, who has been mentioned as an 
aspirant for Washington Hesing’s shoes, 
. said yesterday: 

No, I am not, and have not been a can- 

date for appointment to the position of 

ostmaster. I did not apply for the position, 
as has been stated. I doubt if I could give 
to the office the time and attention it would 
require. It is my belief that Mr. Gordon will 
receive the appointment, and that his name 
will be sent to the Senate early tomorrow.”’ 

Mr. Coyne received a private telegram 
from Washington yesterday afternoon, lead- 
ing him to this conclusion.

This year, upon the advice of a number of 
citizens, the league has undertaken to 
broaden its scope by the indorsement of in- 
dependent candidates for the very im- 
portant office of Assessor in the Towns of 
North, West, and South Chicago and Hyde 
Park. This step was taken because we be- 
lieve that these purely business offices, 
when occupied by officials chosen in the 
ordinary way, are controlled by the party 
machines which name all subordinates. 
In this way the assessment of our taxes has 
become notorious as a means of blackmail 
and favoritism. The system has largely 
broken down, and it is earnestly hoped that 
a remedy will speedily be applied by the 
Stgte Legislature. 

In the meantime the only available rem-

His Attitude on the Principal Issues in 

tune Mayoralty Cémpaign Compared : 
with That of the Republican Candi- 
date—Appeals to Him to Fling 
Away Ambition, Withdraw from the 
Contest, and Use His Influence inp 
Electing Judge Sears. 


Chester M. Dawes has written the following 
open letter to Ald. Harlan: 

Chicago, March 17, 1897.—To John May- 
nard Hartan, Esq.—Sir: Iam one of a large 
aumber-of citizens who entertain the high- 
estrespect for your public character, and also 
one who has been honored by your personal 
acquaintance. I have always been willing to 
take you at your word and to believe that 
you are guided solely by what you conceive 
to be the public interest and welfare. Your | 
career in the Council, where you have 
“fought with the beasts at Ephesus,“ has 
marked you as a man earnest, courageous, 
honest, and fer the right. 

Thus estimating your character, I have 
been at a loss to understand the real motive 
for your present candidacy for the office 
cf Mayor. As I look upon the conduct of 
your campaign and read your public speech- 
es, I feel justified in concluding that your 
candidacy is not the offspring of the spon- 
tanéous wish of the people. I am under the 
impression that the notion of your fitness 
for this office was first conceived in your 
own brain, and that it was necessary for 
vou to pred the public spontaneity before it 
found open expression. 

Plan of Campaign. 

Having thus secured, before the party 
conventions, a respectable and flattering in- 
dorsement, you entered upon the campaign 
by establishing headquarters, sending out 
runners, and surrounding yourself with all 
the paraphernalia and machinery which you 
so much condemn in the party organizations. 
If I mistake not you fixed the times and 
places of your own meetings and did not 
wait for the Macedonian cry of oppressed 
citizenship for your aid and succor. In 
these respects, then, your candidacy and 
campaign stand upon no higher plane than 
those of the other gentlemen, your compet- 
itors. I also believe it to be true that when 
a short year ago you aspired to be Alder- 
man you sought and obtained the aid of 
the Republican party machinery in the 
Twenty-second Ward, made a saloon can- 
vass, and were elected by personal efforts 
differing in no respect from t brought 
into activity by others seeking the same 
honor. In now repudiating the assistance 
of party and by conducting a self-established 
candidacy are you to be understood as set- 
ting the seal of your condemnation upon 
your own previous conduct in this behalf 
or did you conclude that your efforts to 
obtain the party nomination would be una- 
vailing and for that réason excommunicate 
the party before it excommunicated you? 


Promises No Greater Reforms. 


If the methods (I will not undertake to say 
the métives) of your candidacy are like the 
methods of your competitors there is not 
to be.found, I suppose, therein any special 
reasons for your support. I, and others like 
me, must find those reasons in your charac- 
ter or in your platform. I do not find that 
you promise any greater reforms or that 
you speak with any more apparent sincer- 
ity in behalf of those reforms than does the 
reguiar nominee of the Republican party, 
Judge Nathaniel C. Sears. It cannot 
that you will assert that you are more likely 
to carry out these reforms than — or that 
your mere promise should of itse f carry 
more weight than his. His private and pub- 
lic career in Chicago extends over a longer 
period than your own, and in it can nowhere 
be found anything which does not make for 
honesty, integrity, ability, fidelity, and good 
ditizenship.

CONSIDER ,SUIT AGAINST ANDREWS 
Back Pay Claims Betore Grain Inspec- 


tion Employes at a Meeting in 
the Sherman House. 


Employés of the State Grain Inspection. 
Commission, under the Altgeld-Andrews 
régime, representing claims of $10,000 for | 


unpaid back salaries, held a meeting last 


night in the parlors of the Sherman House 


to decide upon what course to pursue. The 


meeting lasted from 8 o’clock until nearly 


10, and was secret. 

The men in the meeting were those who did 
mot come in for a share of the “ diyvy ”’ 
which, it is asserted, was made among a 
favored dozen before Grain Inspector — 
drews went out of office. 


The meeting was devoted almost wholly 


to a discussion of ways and means. Every 


ex-employé present was in favor of institut- . 


ing an action at law to recover the amount 
due, and it was agreed that the forty ex-em- 
ployés should unite upon whatever measures 
were deemed the best by the majority. 

There was a difference of opinion as to 
whom the suit should be directed against. 
Some held that it should be against the State 
of Illinois on the grounds of equity, while 
others held that thefe was discrimination 
in payirg back salaries to a dozen or more 
employés and ignoring the rest and that the 
head of the department responsible for this 
condition of affairs should be made to suffer 
if possible. 

After a discussion of the legal points in- 
volved it was determined to hold another 
meeting today, at which it was expected that 
there will be legal talent to properly present 
the status of affairs. 

Ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins, who was on 
the bond of Dwight W. Andrews, ex-Grain 
Inspector, is shortly to be made defendant, 
it is stated, in a suit instituted by the Rall- 
road and Warehouse Commission.to recover 
$4,500 claimed to be still unpaid by Andrews. 
The balance at one time was put at $17,000. 
Payments made, it is said, reduced the 
amount to $4,500. The experts are still at 
work on the books, and it is claimed that 
they may make a different showing. This 
claim is based on the alleged fact that the 
books of Andrews were not balanced during 
the two years of his term of office. r 

Ex-Mayor Hopkins does not admit that he 
is a qualified bondsman of Andrews, and 
when the action is brought against him, if 
it ever gets into the courts, it is said that 
there will be some sensational developments. 

Mr. Hopkins claims to have given notice 
to the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners last November that he would 
no longer continue on the bond of Mr. An- 
drews. President Cantrell replied to Mr. 
Hopkins’ notification, it is asserted, saying 
that a new bond had been prepared. | 

This I considered sufficient to release me 
from all responsibility,“ said Mr. Hopkins 
last night, “and I did not expect that I 
would have any further trouble with the 
matter. The new bond has not been found, 
and in order to get at Mr. Andrews the Com- 
missioners will first have to bring an action 
against me. I have all of the papers to show 
that I gave notifleation of withdrawal under 
the statute, and I can maintain myself in 
the suit when it is insfituted.’’ 

It is understood that Mr. Hopkins and the 


present board have had several conferences | 


regarding the claim against Mr. Andrews. 
At one of these Mr. Andrews was present, 


and, it is said, agreed to turn over collateral | 


in his possession amounting to about $4, 
to make good the claim against him. This 
offer was refused. 

Adams A, Goodrich of Chicago was at 
Springfield yesterday. A special last night 
stated that he had assured the State Board 
that the Andrews claim would be paid be- 
fore next Saturday. 

Attorney Harry P. Hamlin of the board is 
in Chieago, and if the settlement is not 
made promptly, it is said, he will file his 
declaration of action against Mr, Hopkins 
on Monday or Tuesday next. 7 

With the suit against Hopkins out of the 
way, and if he is found not to be Hable un-. 
der the statute, then, it is claimed, a di- 
rect action will be instituted against Mr. 
Andrews unless the claim is paid before 
that time. 


DEATH OF CAPT. AXTEL 8. ADAMS. 


Retired Army Officer, Found Uncon- 
scious on the Sidewalk, Expires 
at a Police Station. 


Capt. Axtel . Adams, a retired army of- 
ficer, was found lying unconsctous on the 
sidewalk at Lake View avenue and Diversey 
bovlevard early yesterday morning. Two 
hours. later he died at the Sheffield Avenue 
Police Station. The remaine are now at 
Roth’s undertaking establishment await- 
ing the arrival or relatives. 

Capt. Adams was an officer of the Second 
Cavalry and resigned from the army in 1869, 
He was a Pennsylvanian by birth and served 
in the civil war in a Pennsylvania regiment. 
In May, 1865, he was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in the regular army, was made a 
First Lieutenant in the following June, and 
a Captain in November, 1868. He was a 
brother-in-law of Col. W. R. Smedberg, 
formerly of the Fourteenth Infantry and 
now on the retired lst, who resides in San 
Francisco. 

Capt. Adams had been living at the Gra- 
nada Hotel, Ohio and Rush streets, for sev- 
eral months. The authorities there say he 
was in the habit of leaving for a day or two 
at a time. Three days ago he disappeared 
again and his whereabouts were not known 
to the hotel attaches until his death was re- 
ported yesterday morning. 

He was 52 years and was never married. 
He came to Chicago ten years ago and was 
an expert accountant by occupation. A 
brother is a minister in Fremont, O., and is 
expected to come to Chicago to take charge 
of the remains.

TO COMPLETE LAKE SHORE DRIVE. 


Board Strikes Upon a Plan That Will 
Interest North-Siders — Candi- 
dates and Gov. Tanner. 


The Lincoln Park Board took steps yes- 
terday lcoking to the completion of the Ohio 
street extension of the Lake Shore drive as 
soon as it is possible to do the work. A 
proposition was recelvedi from property- 
owners to supply the needed funds, and the 
plan was finally referred to W. O. Brown, 
the attorney for the board. The proposition 
is thought likely to go through in a couple 
of days. 

Henry W. Cooper, representing the prop- 
erty-owners along the proposed extension 
north of Chicago avenue, came before the 
board and stated that if the Commissioners 
would allow the work to be done between 
Oak and Pearson streets, thus connecting 
the extension with the drive, he, acting for 
the property-owners, would agree to pay for 
the piling and filling of that portion of the 
extension out of the rebate from the tax, and 
such a contract would be made, though if 
there was no rebate nothing would be paid 
for the work. . 

Mr. Cooper said if his proposition was 
agreed to he would have $50,000 in the 
board’s hands in a few days. 

Gov. Tanner has rot the most pleasant 
problem to solve in-the appointment of a new 
Lincoln Park Board. There are five vacan- 
cies, and it is said that the Governor had his 
slate pretty well decided upon when he met 
with threatened opposition in the Senate. 
It was set up that the proposed slate guve 
a practical monopoly of the patronage to two 
North Side wards—the ‘Twenty-first and 
Twenty-second William Stewart and H. N. 
May are from the Twenty-second, and Peter 
Hand and William Penn Nixon reside in the 
Twenty-first. F. H. Winston, the other pro- 
posed appointee, is from the Twenty-fourth 
Ward. 

The scramble for positions on the board has 
led to complications. It is said that never 
before have their been so many candidates. 
The unsuccessful candidates have made a 
bitter protest against the proposed siate, and 
it is said have appealed to their Senatorial 
representatives to use their influence to 
bring about a more equitable distribution.

There are seven wards on the North Side 
which are entitled to representation on the 
board—the Twentieth to the Twenty-aixth 
inclusive.

Tanner proposes to give half the wards in 
the district no representation whatever.

A thoroughly appreciative audience list- 
ened to Mozart's ‘“‘ Don Giovanni” at the 
Auditoriuth last night, and encores and calls 
on open scene were perhaps more numer- 
ous than on any occasion since the opening of 
the season. The manner in which M. Edouard 
de Reszke acted the role of Leporello on the 
last presentation of the opera here was a 
surprise to his sincerest admirers, and last 
night he excelled in drollery even his pre- 
vious efforts. The;music he has never sung 


better, which is saying much, His Mad- 


amina, Il Cataloga was encored and 
obligingly responded to, though perhaps as 
a matter of force, for the demonstration 
continued until Sig. Mancinelli raised his 
baton. 

The same appreciation attended his per- 
formance throughout the evening and ro- 
warded the assisting singers as well. 

M. Lassalle is not so fitted in appearance 
and bearing to the title réle as was M. 
Maurel, who sang together with M. de 
Reszke in the presentation mentioned, but he 
had the advantage in voice. The art of M. 
Maurel is admirable, but it does not serve to 
make the wear in his voice withstand the 
demands of a large theater. Vocally, there- 
fore, in the necessarily awakened contrast, 
M. Lassalle had by far the advantage. The 
warmth in his voice was greater than the 
warmth in his action in the love-maklii's.

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SEEKS A LOCOMOTIVE FOR FLIGHT.

After shooting Israel Scheffner at his 
store, No. 559 State street, yesterday after- 
non William Derby, a burly negro, with a 
smoking revolver in his hand, fled from a 
pursuing crowd, Atthe Taylor street draw- 
bridge he leaped into the cab of Wisconsin 
Central locomotive No. 48, and commanded 
Engineer Fred Powell to open the throttle.

struck Louis in the face. The latter, calling 
his mother, ran into the store, followed by 
Derby and the colored boy. Mrs. Scheffner 
came to her son’s assistance. 

She requested the negroes to leave, where- 
upon Derby, it is said, dealt her a blow in 
the face, felling her to the floor. 

The woman’s cries attracted her husband, 
and the latter rushed up from the rear of 
the store, followed by his brother, Abraham 
Scheffner. As they approached him Derby 
drew a revolver and leveled the weapon at 
Israel Scheffner, who sprang at the negro 
and forced him to the door. Derby ran to 
the outside, and, turning about, fired one 
shot at Scheffner, which took effect in the 
latter’s right arm, 

The negroes ran south in State street, pur- 
sued by the crowd. When Derby and the 
boy turned west in Fourteenth street their 
pursuers numbered more than a hundred. 

Occasionally Derby paused in flight and 
sought to deter his pursuers by leveling his 
revolver at them. When the _ fugitives 
crossed the Santa Fé tracks the colored boy 
darted in between some cars and escaped, 
but the chase after Derby was continued. 

Standing upon the drawbridge at Taylor 
street bridge was Engineer J. J. Little, who 
fell back at the sight of the revolver. 

At the south end of the bridge Engineer 
Powell was standing in the cab of his engine. 
Derby leaped into the engine, and confront- 
ed Powell with his revolver. 

„Start up your engine,“ demanded the 
negro, and in a hurry, too.“ 

But Powell, instead of obeying the com- 
mand, dealt the negro a blow in the face and 
leaped from the engine. 

Derby picked himself up and ran south. 
At the Great Western round house Harry 
Barrett, a fireman, sitting at one of the open 
windows, was confronted by the negro, who 
pointed his revolver at Barrett, jumped 
through the window, and disappeared among 
the engines in the round-house. 

When Barrett recovered himself Derby 
could not be found. 


ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL IN CHICAGO 


Inventor Comes on Invitation to Help 
Smooth Legislation for Deaf 
and Dumb. 


Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor, ac- 
companied by his daughter, arrived in the 
city Wednesday afternoon and is stopping at 
the Auditorium. 

Mr. Bell came to Chicago on the invitation 
of Mrs. Washburn, Mrs. Crane, and a num- 
ber of other women who are interested in the 
instruction of the deaf and dumb. He will 
be asked to go to Springfield and appear be- 
fore a legislative committee in the hope of 
clearing up the difficulties which the mem- 
bers are experiencing in getting suitable leg- 
islation for the deaf. 

Mr. Bell was in consultation last evening 
with Dr. Phillip Gillette, for many years Su- 
perintendent of the Jacksonville institution. 
The present Supcrintendent, is said to be 
strongly opposed to the common school edu- 
cation of mutes, while Mr. Bell, who takes 
a great interest in the welfare of this class of

‘WHAT Is HUMPHREY’S REASON! . 

Who is John Humphrey, and why is he 
working for the street railroad companies? 
The firet of these questions is easily an- 
swered He. is a Senator from the rural 
district of Cook County. He lives in the 
Town of Orland, where he owns a farm, 
and is known in the General Assembly as 
„Farmer Humphrey. He likes that be- 
cause he thinks it gives him influence with 
members from agricultural districts. 

He ia also a lawyer—that is, he has a 
sheepsbin. He has an office in Chicago and 
practices in the Chicago courts. Probably 
the crops of corn and oats he raises in the 
Chicago justice shops are more valuable 
than those he raises on his farm. 

Being identified to so slight an extent 
with the interests of this city, how does it 
happen that he has become the prolific 
source of street railroad legislation this 
year, amd is undertaking to revolutionize 
the relations which exist between the mu- 
nicipality and citizens of Chicago and the 
common carriers called street railroads, 
which have received valuable franchises 
from them? 

Farmer Humphrey of Orland is push- 
ing two bills the passage of which is de- 
manded by Mr. Yerkes. One of them ex- 
tends the franchises of the roads for fifty 
years, the city to receive in return a baga- 
telle of 3 per cent of the gross profits. The 
other bill is designed to take out of the 
hands of the city the regulation of its com- 
mon carriers and turn that regulation over 
to a State Commission to be appointed by 
the Governor. 

Among the powers of regulation which it 
is proposed to take away from the city—if 
it can be done by an act of the General As- 
sembly—is that of regulating the fares 
charged by the street railroad companies, 
so as to make them reasonable when they 
are too high. 

Why was Senator Humphrey selected by 
Mr. Yerkes to introduce those bills? Was 
it because of his legal ability or his agricult- 
ural skill? Or was it because his record 
two years ago was such as to commend him 
to a monopolist who wished to have some 
bills put through? 

Why did Senator Humphrey consent to 
become the father of these bills? Was it 
because he takes an interest in the man- 
agement of Chicago street railroads, which 


he uses but little, or is he animated by a 


philanthropic and purely disinterested af- 


‘fection for Mr. Yerkes and the other street 


railroad men whose cause he has taken up? 

Or is there some other reason for his 
course which he does not like to state and 
which might not look well in print? Has 
he great expectations if these bills pass? 

One thing is certain. It is not friendship 
for the people of Chicago which causes him 
to champion measures which will deprive 
them of a hundred millions of revenue and 
force them to pay five cents for a ride for 
fifty years, when twenty years hence, or 
even sooner, three cents may be an adequate 
price. 


Senator Humphrey, acting for Yerkes, 


offers the city 3 per cent for the right to oc- 
cupy the principal streets for fifty years. 
The city should receive at least 10 per cent. 
If it does not it will lose on the average two 
millions a year. By perpetuating the five- 
cent fare the owners of the street raflroads 
will be enabled to extort enormous sums 
from a population which will amount to two 
millions soon and which will exceed four 
millious long before 1947. 

What have the other Senators from Cook 
County to say concerning these propositions 
of Humphrey? There are fourteen of 
them, as follows: 

Fitzpatrick, Sullivan, 
Case, ©’ Brien, 
McCloud, Lundin, 
Curley, Mahoney, 
Crawford, Morrison, 

These men have kept ominously silent thus 
far. They have not tried to delay the prog- 
ress of these bills or lay bare their iniquity. 
Is it the intention of these Senators to let 
those bills go through when they have the 
votes to defeat them? 

If they choose they can sell out and come 
home with much boodle. But they will re- 
turn characterless and detested. They may 
say to themselves that so long as nobody 
squeals there is no danger of Joliet. But 
public scorn and hatred, which endure while 
life lasts, are a worse punishment than 
juries are in the habit of inflicting. 

Then, though these measures may pass 
the Senate and House, they may fail to be- 
come laws, in which event those who voted 
for th will lose their characters, while 
their dene of great gains may not 
be realized. Yates vetoed the “ gridiron ” 
street railroad bill of 1863, Oglesby the 
ninety-nine-year law, and Palmer the Lake- 
Front act. Tanner will be no less regard- 
ful of the interests of the people. 

There is to be a mass-meeting tomorrow 
night to discuss Humphrey and his works. 
The speakers should go into this subject 
thoroughly. They should not stop to pick 
out soft words to characterize the conduct

And if any one whd is at the meeting 
knows the reason why “Farmer” Humphrey 
is at the head of this movement in favor of 
high fares for the people and inadequate 
compensation for the city he should state 
that reason, even though Humphrey may 
not like to have it made public.

imminent is this danger that the powers do 
not want Russia's engagements to be car- 
ried out or that Turkey should be obliged 
to have recourse to these engagements. 
The only power that has sought to get the 
benefit of them is Greece, hence it has done 
and is still doing all it can to bring about a 
war. Hence, also, it is that the powers 
have notified Greece that they intend to 
maintain the integrity of the Ottoman Em- 
pire. 

This is M. de Blowitz’s explanation of the 
situation. As for the conclusion he is of 
opinion that Greece will finally yield, 
though it may prolong the danger. and by 
prolonging it continue to disturb the peace 
of Europe. All the same, however, says 
M. de Blowitz, Europe, I am convinced, 
will finally triumph owing to the danger it 
runs, a danger the causes of which I have 
explained.” M. de Blowitz’s diagnosis of 
the situation is undoubtedly not only close- 
ly accurate, but it is consistent with the 
environments. His further letters will be 
awaited with interest, as next to official 
statements themselves they are the most 
reliable utterances that are obtainable. 

MR. HESING’S RESIGNATION. 

The resignation of Washington Hesing, 
Postmaster of Chicago, is in the hands of 
President McKinley. In regard to his resig- 
nation Mr. Hesing says: 

It was voluntary and was not suggested to me 
by any one here or in Washington. I am now a 
free agent and can throw my whole energy iato 
the campaign and carry fire and sword into the 
ranks of all opponents. My resignation is an open 


the bench and the municipal legislative hall. In ac- 
cepting a nomination for Mayor I deem it my duty 
to resign my other position, prompted by the belicf 
that a man holding a public position cannot do his 
duty honestly and fearlessly while seeking the 
suffrages of his fellow-citizens for another office 
of trust. 


Mr. Hesing is right in the course he has 
taken under existing circumstances. It was 
his duty, while holding a Federal office, 
under civil service rules, and at the hands 
of a Republican President, to step down and 
out when he is making a contest for the 
Mayoralty against a Republican candidate. 
He could not be expected to retain the office 
of Postmaster under such circumstances. 
It would have been in gross violation of 
those rules of the civil service of which he 
is a devoted and conspicuous advocate. He 
would have fouled his own nest had he re- 
mained in the Postoflice while running for 
Mayor. . 

When, however, Mr. Hesing asks Judge 
Sears and Ald. Harlan to follow his exam- 
ple and resign their public offices, under 
totally different circumstances, he is guilty 
either of persiflage or impudence. Judge 
Sears stated when he was nominated that 
he would not resign. from the bench, but 
would go on dealing out justice to litigants 
to the best of his ability, and, as all the good 
County Judges are needed in their positions, 
it was an excellent and praiseworthy deter- 
mination on his part. Why should he re- 
sign, anyway? If he is elected Mayor of 
course he will resign in April. If he is not 
elected it will save the trouble of electing 
a Judge to succeed him or of reétlecting him- 
self to be his own successor for the rest of 
the two-years’ term. It is equally absurd 
to call upon Ald. Harlan to resign instead of 
serving out the rest of his term. Mr. Har- 
lan is doing good service in the Common 
Council. He is greatly needed there, and 
there is nothing incompatible in being an 
Alderman and at the same time running for 
Mayor. So Mr. Hesing should not bother 
himself any longer with the policy which 
follow. * 

As to Mr. Hesing himself, he has made 
a singular and unusual choice. He has 
given up the substance for the shadow, like 
the dog and the bone. He could have held 
the Postmastership nine months longer, for 
bis term does not expire until next January, 
but his ambition to hold down some ollice 
has inspired in him the wild, foolish idea 
that he is certain to be elected and hold the 
Mayoralty for two years, which will enabie 
him then to hold it two years longer. Mr. 
Hesing, however, will find later on that his 
campaign js only a sideshow, that he will 
not get one-tenth of the votes necessary to 
elect him, and that if he gets that number 
he may only succeed in injuring Judge Sears 
and helping Harrison, the man of all others 
whom he does not wish to see elected. He 
has made an error of judgment, as he will 
find out before the April election. He 
would have been in a better position before 
the people, of Chicago had he filled out his 
Federal term of office. He hassurrendered 
it, however, without any equivalent. He 
should have resigned the Mayoralty candi- 
dacy and not the Postmastership. 


THE SIATE COMMISSION BILL. 

During the last forty years the people of 
Chicago have regulated the street railroads 
of this city. The power to do so has been 
looked on as a part of the right of local self- 
government, which every American com- 
munity is supposed to possess. 

The people. have allowed street railroad 
tracks to be laid as fast as they deemed it 
advisable to do so. They have prescribed, 
through their Council, the manner in which 
those tracks should be laid, the speed at 
which cars could be run on them, the kind 
of power to be used, and the maximum rate 
of fare to be paid. 

When granting franchises it has reserved 
sometimes for the city the right to buy’ the 
plant when the franchise expired. It has 
sometimes, in dealing with the roads, re- 
quired them to build bridges and viaducts, 
thus saving the taxpayers much money. 

The Council has ordered cars heated and 
vestibuled and run after midnight. It has 
regulated the street railways in many ways 
so as to add to the comfort of those who 
travel in them. 

There will be no more such regulation by 
Chicagoans for the benefit of Chicagoans 
if the Humphrey State commission bill 
passes. Then three men appointed by the

THE STORY OF THE CONTEST. 

The extraorilinary publie interest in the 
prise fight which all the newspapers of the 
country sought to satisfy to the fullest ex- 
tent possible inspired a report in the col- 
umns of Tue Tripune full of unusual and 
exclusive features. Trained observers told 
the story of the contest, ex-Senator Ingalls 
contributed his impression-of the spectacle, 
both principals and the other pugilistic stars 
described their experiences, and all these, 
which were the essential features of the 
history of the occasion, were given to the 
Chicago public exclusively by Tue TRis- 
UNE, in conjunction with a New York news- 
paper. The various newspapers differed lit- 
tle in the amount of space given up to the 
report of the fight, but Tun TRIBUNR was 
able to be the only newspaper in this city 
which could publish the vital features. 


pion Corbett was one of these features, full 
of interest to the student of human nature. 
It was the first time in the annals of pugi- 
lism that a man fresh from defeat, with the 
plaudits of his conqueror yet ringing in his 
ears, has been prevailed upon to lay bare the 
sensations he felt during the contest. Cor- 
bett’s statement is singularly explicit and ap- 
parently sincere and truthful. He describes 
his part in the fight so clearly that little is 
left to conjecture. He reiterates, more- 
over, what he said in the ring, that he was 
defeated fairly under the rules and that he 
had no complaint to offer. He makes plain, 
however, that he does not consider the issue 
conclusive. He believes that the blow 
which knocked him out was “in a large 
measure ah accidental one,” and that since 
he was back on his feet full of fight with- 
in a second or two after the ten seconds’ 
limit had expired he has confidence that he 
could yet have gone on and won if those few 
fateful seconds had not intervened. Corbett 
outlines his plan of campaign from the be- 
giuning, which was to watch for an oppor- 
tunity to administer a final blow, byt 
he had an antagonist who was seeking the 
same chance and who got it. 

The victor goes into the fullest details as 
to the method he adopted to win. He de- 
scribes his early attempts to strike his op- 
ponent on the vulnerable point of the chin, 
his inability to reach that point, and his sud- 
den change of purpose so as to reach the 
heart. He declares what appears to have 
been manifest to all observers, that he was 
confident of success from the beginning, and 
that his strength and courage had not left 
him at that final round.“ He was pre- 
pared to take any amount of punishment, 
and felt able to withstand any blows Cor- 
bett might administer. He cared for none 
of these because he felt certain he could 
stand on his feet long enough to get in that 
one decisive blow. Both Fitzsimmons and 
Corbett seem to have tried faithfully to 
give an accurate account of their sensations 
and strategic work during the fight just as 
they recollected it after it was all over and 
with the confusion not yet subsided. 

Referee Siler held a trying position, and 
his story of the battle is that not only of a 
trained observer of affairs of this sort but 
of the one man who was in a position to 
note all the fine points from the pugilist’s 
view. He appears to have given entire sat- 
isfaction in his official position and declares 
without reservation that the contest was 
clean throughout, “ with never even a sus- 
picion of fou! work on either side.” 

The meditations of John L. Sullivan fur- 
nish an interesting reminder of the days 
when that individual was the popular idol 
among pugilists, and his description of the 
battle provides the view of the reigning ex- 
champion before Corbett supplanted him 
in the ex rank. 

Then there is that brilliant and striking 
word pieture of the scene by John J. Ingalls, 
whose picturesque imagination was able to 
pick out much that was grotesque and some 


particularly impressed with what, indeed, 
was the unique feature of the occasion, the 
presence of Mrs. Fitzsimmons. She was 
perched up in a box close to the ring, where 
her husband could catch the glance of her 
eye and could hear the words of cheer which 
ever urged him on to renewed efforts. It was 
a picture to carry the observer back to the 
tournament days of the middle ages, when 
the gallant knight took his inspiration from 
the love-light in his lady’s eyes. 

All this is in marked contrast to the prize 
fights of years ago, when a simple, unvar- 
nished description of the various rounds ” 
by technical writers was all that was given 
in the newspapers. Now the public would 
not be content with such prosaic. reports, 
but demands a full presentment of detail, 
both in front of and behind the scenes.

Few events in recent years aroused a 
greater public interest than the prize fight 
decided on Wednesday in Carson. All 
classes of society were eager for full de- 
tails of the progress of training from the 
time the ‘principals arrived at their respect- 
ive headquarters a few weeks ago. But on 
the fight day this feyer had grown to tre- 
mendous proportions, and probably through- 
out the country ten million men and boys 
neglected their legitimate business in order 
to be close to a bulletin board and get the 
first information from the scene of combat. 
Millions of others who were forced to ap- 
pear content to wait for the news in their 
homes or offices felt an interest hardly less 
deep. This sentiment was not confined to 
any particular portion of the population. 
It prevailed in all walks of life, including 
among its victims a large number of women. 
It was so general that it quite threw into 
the shade the public interest in the inau- 
guration of a new President at Washington 
two Weeks ago, which under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would have been the great 
event of the year. :

It is the same 
instinct which is evidenced in the six - day 
bieyele contests, which do not pretend to 
show anything more exalted than human 
endurance protracted to the extreme limit. 
Perhaps the quality in its essence is desira- 
ble in a race which is destined to dominate 
the world and which has fought its way up 
from a handful of colonists to its present 


brings a serious consequence if overdone 
or exhibited in too exaggerated a form. 

It seems certain that this Carson fight 
will lead up to a recrudescence of pugilism. 
The sentiment will not stop with the de- 
cision of this battle. Fitzsimmons* has 
been challenged already, and must either 
fight again or surrender his championship 
honors.

NOT WITH HIS PARTY ON THE ISSUE. 


Republican Platform for the Annexa- 
tion of Canada—Sherman Is 
Out of Line. 


New York Sun: Last Sunday the New 
York correspondent of the London Times 
published an interview with the Hon. John 
Sherman in which the Secretary. of State 
repeated certain ideas held by him when he 
compiled his politic reminiscences. In 
view of more recent events Mr. Sherman’s 
opinions upon Canada and its relations to 
the United States call for particular netice. 
I have already stated my views against 
the annexation of Canada,“ the report goes. 
“My dream for the remote and permanent 
future of this North American Continent is 
three great republics—Canada, United States, 
and Mexico—but I would not take a step to 
alter things as they are.“ 

Secretary Sherman’s book, from which 
these expressions of last week were substan- 
tially a reproduction, was published two 
years ago. Since then—or, to be more pre- 
cise, on the 18th of June, 1896—the Repub- 
lican party, in its national convention at 
St. Louls, adopted as its own, and as a part 
of its affirmation of the Monroe doctrine, the 
following broad principle of American as- 
piration: 

We hopefully look forward to the eventual with- 
drawal of the Buropean powers from this hemi- 
ephere, and to thé ultimate union of all the En- 
glish-speaking part of the continent by tne 
free consent of its tnbabitants. ; 

Thus Mr. Sherman’s old notions have been 
superseded. Continental union, so far as 
North America is concerned, is a principle 
of the Republican party. The last election 
made it a national doctrine. It is the duty of 
members of the administration, in which 
the Secretary of State is the most conspicu- 
ous figure after the President, to set aside 
all preconceived objections of their own 
and to apply their official influence an 
private talent to making Canada one with 
this republic. 


FREE TRADE PAPER DISAPPOINTED. 


A Hostile Criticism of the President's 
Message—Secretary Foster’s 
Forced Balance. 


New York Post (free trade): We are 
sorely disappointed in President McKinley’s 
message. This is not alone because he 
omitted to say a word about the great issue 
of honest money on which he was elected, 
and to which there is urgent need of Congress 
giving speedy attention. That omission 
may be repaired later, and we acknowledge 
Mr. McKinley’s right to put the question of 
revenue first. But what he says about revr- 
enue is both weak and disingenuous, and the 
only program discernible in his message is 
one of public extravagance mounting high- 
er and higher. What else can be meant by 
his call for “ample revenues for the 
prompt payment of liberal pensions? Are 
we to have still more profligate pension bills? 
The present pensions have already been 
paid promptly. No one has proposed to cut 
them down. It is impossible, therefore, to 
see in the President’s words anything but 
an invitation to reckless expenditure and to 
a fresh pension orgy. But Mr. McKinley’s 
use of figures to proye that his own tariff 
bill of 1890 was a success as a producer of 
revenue is a petty juggle of which he should 
be ashamed. There is no secret about the 
way Secretary Foster forced a balance. 
But for using the $54,000,000 bank note re- 
demption fund, which had always been held 
as a trust fund in the Treasury, there would 
have been a deficit of $52,000,000 in 1893, in- 
stead of a nominal surplus of $2,000,000. In 
fact, Secretary Foster, in his testimony be- 
fore the Ways and Means committee, on 
Feb. 25, 1893, insisted that an increase of 
$50,000,000 a year in revenue was absolutely 
essential to Treasury solvency. The new 
McKinley bill may produce sufficient rev- 
enue, but it is a historical fact that the old 
one did not. Even a President's message 
cannot alter the facts.

ARCHIE FISHER 18 DYING IN DUBLIN.

Old-Time Board of Trade Man Who 
Was Prominent in One of James 
R. Keene's Operations. 


Word was received on ‘change yesterday 
that Archie Fisher, one of the old-time Board 
of Trade operators, is lying at the point of 
death in Dublin, Ireland, from cancer. 

Mr. Fisher went into business with his 


| brother under the firm name of J. K. Fisher 


& Co. over twenty-five years ago. The firm 
became widely known through its connection 
with one of James R. Keene’s sensational 
operations in the wheat pit. 

Keene was on the bull side of the market 
at the time, and had a line of 3,000,000 bush- 
els with J. K. Fisher & Co: alone. This deal 
was managed by Archie Fisher, and one cir- 
cumstance connected with it has made it 


memorable. 


Wheat was going up at a rapid rate under 
Keene's heavy buying, when suddenly 
Fisher began to sell. Within two hours he 
distributed over two-thirds of his holdings, 
and the market slumped irom $1.33 to near 
a, ony mark. 

en, jyst as suddenly, Fisher began buying 
back what he had sold, and continued this 
all the next day. He had received a per- 
emptory order by telegraph to sell every- 
thing. It developed afterwards that the 
order was forged, but the sender of the mes- 
sage was never known. 
Mr. Fisher has been out of active business 
nearly ten years. He saved a competency. 
He was never married, and has been spend- 
ing portions of the last few Years abroad. 


STURGES RELICT RECEIVES $75,000. 


Final Settlement of the Old Suit 
Against the Farwells Is Effected 
Before Judge Tuley. 


Final settlement of the old Sturges-Far- 
well litigation was effected yesterday after- 
noon before Judge Tuley. By order of the 
Supreme Court the widow of Mr. Sturges, 
who is now Bessie McLeod Leggett, re- 
ceives $75,000 cash. Deeds to property in 
Marquette, Mich., as provided for in the 
original decree, were also made to Mrs. Leg- 
gett by the Farwells, and in return Mrs. Leg- 
gett paid $3,500 for taxes on this property. 

After the terms of the submission decree 
of Judge Tuley had been complied with Mrs. 
Leggett left for New York, where she now 
resides. 

An injunction had been obtained before 
Judge Freeman by the administrator of 
Charles D. Irwin, a creditor of ‘the Sturges 
estate, which was for the purpose of re- 
straining the settlement of the decree. As 
the decree, however, was on record for some 
time previous to the injunction the latter 
was of no avail. The injunction Was upon 
a creditor’s bill for $12,000. The Sturges- 
Farwell litigation was pending before Judge 
Tuley and in the Supreme Court for a long 
time. It involved commissions claimed by 
Sturges for floating bonds in Europe for the 
Farwells of a company organized to build 
the State Capitol and improve property in 
Texas. 


ASKS SWIFT TO RECOMMEND A WIFE 


Michigan Farmer Requests the Good 
Offices of the Mayor as a Mat- 
rimonial Agent.

LA MONTE INTRODUCES A BILL PUN- 
ISHING THEIR PUBLICATION. 


Posting, Distributing, or Publishing 
by Irresponsible Parties of Carica- 
tures Designed to Injure Candidates 
for Office Is to Be Considered Li- 
belous—House Advances Lean Bill 
to a Third Reading—Department 
Store Bill Made a Special Order. 


Springfield, III., March 18.—Mr. La Monte 
introduced a measure in the House this 
morning which, if it becomes a law, will 
make the publishing of a cartoon of a per- 
son libelous. 

The bill in full is: 

Whoever writes, prints, posts, or distributes or 
causes to be written, printed, posted, or distribut- 
ed, a circular or poster, cartoon, or other written 
or printed paper which is designed or tends to in- 
jure or defeat any candidate for nomination or 
election to public office, by reflecting upon his 
personal character, political actions, unl the 
same shall be published in a newspaper avowedly 
responsible therefor, or unless there appears upon 
such circular, poster, or paper in a conspicuous 
place either the names of the Chairman and Sec- 
retary or the names of two officers of thé political 
or other organization issuing the same, or the 
name of some duly registered elector with de- 
scription of his election district as responsible 
therefor, shall be punished by fine not exceeding 
$100 or by imprisonment in jail not exceeding six 
months, or both, and if the statements are untrue 
the person so offending shall be deemed guilty of 
libel and may be prosecuted:in the civil or crim- 
inal courts or both therefor. 

The House took up on second — e 
Senate bill authorizing the Governor, Audi- 
tor, and Treasurer to borrow $250,000. The 
Democrats made the same fight on the bill 
they made on the House bill for the same 
purpose, their contention being that the au- 
thority to borrow money should be confined 
strictly to the existing emergency. 

Mr. McGee (Democrat) offered as a sub- 
stitute the bill introduced by Johnson of 
Whiteside. Upon a roll call the substitute 
was laid on the table by a vote of 76 to 50. 

Mr. Gaines (Democrat) moved to amend 
the bill by making it apply only to existing 
deficit. This was laid on the table. 

Mr. Merriam (Republican) offered an 
ainendment limiting the rate of interest to 
4 per cent. On motion of Mr. McGoorty 
(Democrat) this was laid on the table. 

Mr. McEniry moved a postponement until 
next Wednesday, but the motion was tabled. 

Mr. McGoorty (Democrat) moved to strike 
out the enacting clause of the bill. Mr. An- 
derson (Republican) moved to table this mo- 
tion. Upon a call of the roll, the motion to 
table was carried—Yeas, 76; nays, 45. The 
bill was thereupon ordered to third reading. 


Pay in Cook County Elections. 


The Senate bills increasing the pay of the 
judges and clerks of election in Cook County 
to $5 a day and authorizing the Chicago 
City Council to make contracts for the col- 
lection and disposition of garbage for the 
period of five years, were advanced to third 
reading after some discussion. 

The Senate bill appropriating $31,000 for 
the furnishing of the Soldiers’ Memoria} Hall 
in the Chicago Public Library Building was 
read a first time and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. 

The House passed Mr. Hammer's Dill 
amending the election law by providing 
that in townships constituting a single elec- 
tion precinct the judges of election shall 
bé appointed by the County Board, as in 
other cases, and not more than two of the 
judges shall belong to the same politica! 
party. 

Novak’s bill authorizing cities to employ 
Justices of the’ Peace as police magistrates 
was advanced to third reading. 

Mr. McLauchlan’s bill providing that no 
person shall be permitted to work singly in 
a coal mine until he shall have worked two 
years with a practical coal miner was ad- 
vanced to third reading.

SENATE GIVES BERRY HIS SEAT. 


Minority Report Is Adopted, Which 
Decides Against Manifold, the 
Fasion Candidate.

Springfield, III., March 18.—Senator Berry 


was given ae seat inthe Senate today. 

Senator Crawford, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Election, presented a minority re- 
port, which was adopted, signed by five 
members of the committee in the contested 
election case of Berry vs. Manifold of the 
Twenty-eighth District, stating that Mr. 
Berry was entitled to the seat occupied by 
Senator Manifold. The report is exhaustive, 
and reviews the case at length. 

It is stated that the ballots cast for Senator 
Manifold on the People’s party ticket in the 
Illegal, and 
such should be thrown out, as his name was 

laced on this ticket in an illegal manner. 
Phat there is no evidence that Senator Mani- 
fold was nominated by any convention of the 
Reople’s party or other body authorized 
under the law to make a nomination. 

The report asks that the ballots be recount- 
ed, and states that if the votes cast for Sen- 
ator Manifold on the People's party ticket 
are thrown out Mr. Berry will have received 
a majority of the votes cast. 

The report declares it cannot be truly said 
that any one was disfranchised, for Mr. 
Manifold’s name was on he ticket as the 
Democratic candidate, a any person de- 
siring to vote for him could have done so. 

The report was signed by Senators Craw- 
ford, Chairman; Fisher, Putnam, Warder, 
Dunlap. 

After reading the minority report Senator 
Crawford presented a report from the ma- 
jority. It quoted at length from decisions 
of the Supreme Court of various States, 
showing why Senator Manifold should re- 
tain Ris seat. It was held that as Mr. Berry 
did not object to Mr. Manifold’s name being 
printed under the appellation of the People’s 
party on the ballot, he had noright to object,

Senator Crawford moved that his report 
be adopted. Senator Leeper moved an 
amendment by substituting the report of the 
majority in support of his amendment. 

Senator Leeper’s substitute report was 
voted down, and Senator Crawford’s report 
adopted by a party vote. Senator’ Baxter 
in voting explained that he voted in accord- 
ance with the instructions of his party cau- 
cus. 

During a short recess, which was then 
taken by the Senate, the Election commit- 
tee prepared a report on the action taken by 
the Senate, declaring: It has been and now 
is admitted that there were sufficient votes 
cast under the appellation of the People’s 
party for him when deducted from his votes 
to give Orvil F. Berry a majority of the votes 
cast in the Twenty-eighth District for State 
Senator.

TO PERMIT RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION. 


Senator Harding Introduces a Bill 
Amending Old Law So as to Permit 
Union with Ontside Companies. 


Springfield, III., March 18.—[Spgcial.}— 
Senator Harding today introduc a bill 
amendatory of the railroad consolidation 
act of 1874. In this year an act permitting 
railroad companies to consolidate was 
passed, and ten years afterwards it was 
followed by another still more general in 
its scope The latter act was passed at the 
instance of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy rallroad, so that it might be enabled 
to consolidate a number of its lines, both 
in and out of Illinois. 

Under the act of 1874, however, a number 
of consolidations were made, and of late it 
has been discovered that the law is defective. 
The original statute provided that any cor- 
poration existing under the laws of the State 
of Illinois might consolidate with any 
other corporation now existing and which 
may hereafter be organized.” Recently 
there has been a decision of the Supreme 
Court which goes to the extent of declaring 
that the statute only authorizes consolida- 
tions between corporations where both are 
organized under the laws of this State, and 
that it does not apply to foreign corpora- 
tions. 

The Harding bill is intended to remedy this 
defect. The consolidation law of 1883 would 
cover the case, but, unfortunately for some 
companies, they acted under the law of 1873 
and now must come to the Legislature to 
cure a dect of omission or commission. 


NEW SENATORIAL DISTRICT UNLIKELY 


Attorney-General Akin Will Deliver 
an Opinion Saying the Assembly 
Has No Power to Make Them. 


Springfield, III., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Some weeks ago the Chairmen of the House 
and Senate Committees on Senatorial Ap- 
portionment requested the opinion of At- 
torney-General Akin as to the power of 
this General Assembly to reapportion the 
State into Senatorial districts. A similar 
request was made by the Chairman of the 
Committees on Congressional Apportion- 
ment. 

He has delivered an opinion that the Legis- 
lature has a perfect right to reapportion the 
State into Congressional districts, but he 
paid tonight he had made up his mind, and 
would so declare in a written opinion, that 
the Legislature did not have the power to 
A aa ihe State into Senatorial dis- 
tricts. 

It is not Hkely now that the Legislature 
will make a new Senatorial apportion- 
ment. A new Congressional apportionment 
will be made, and Speaker Curtis hopes to 
be able to fix up a district that will land him 
in Congress. The judicial apportionment 
bill is on its way through the Senate, and 
will probably get to the House next week. 


BICYCLE BILLS YET UNCONSIDERED. 


One Is in a Committeeman’s Pocket and 
Another Has Not Been 
Taken Up. 


Springfield, III., March 18.—{Special.]—A 
bill compelling railroad companies to carry 
bicycles personal baggage reposes peace- 
fully in the pocket of Wiliam Thiemann, 
Chairman. of the subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee on Roads and Bridges.

WOULD MAKE MORE DEBT 


MEMBERS OF THE ASSEMBLY BENT 
ON INCREASING EXPENSES. 


Gov. Tanner wi Have to Use Vete 
Power Freely or the Tax Levy Will 
Have to Be Enormously Increased— 
Cry from Every State Institutiog Is 
for More Money and the Legis- 
Iators Seem to Be Inclined te Give 
It te Them. 


Springfield, Til, March 18,—[{Special.]— 
Goy. Tanner laid down his policy that the 
@ppropriations made by the General As- 
sembly should be held down to the lowest 
possible figure, and that several institu- 
tions whose erection was authorized by the 
last General Assembly need expect no help 
from this one. 

A ring has been formed in the House and 
Senate not only to complete these institu- 
tions, but to give all the penitentiaries and 
asylums throughout the State whatever 
their trustees and Commissioners may ask. 
In addition to this increases of salaries 
seem to be in order, a bill beifg introduced 
in the Senate today fixing the maximum 
salary of the Warden of Joliet at $5,000 
per annum. 

If the ring succeeds, and the appearances 
are that it will, Gov. ‘Tanner must exercise 
his veto power or the tax levy will be an 
even dollar instead of 58 cents, which is 
high-water mark. 

Tonight a great delegation of members 
and hangers-on went on invitation of Sen- 
ator Dunlap to inspect the Champaign 
University, which modestly demands be- 
tween $300,000 and „000. Within a cou 
ple of weeks Col. Isaac Elwood of De Kalb 
will invite the. Legislature to come up and 
see the foundations of the new Normal 
School. This institution wants $200,000. A 
junket will be arranged to Charleston, Coles ‘ 


County, for à similar purpose, where a like 
sum is demanded. 


All Want More Money. 

Chester Penitentiary wants $100,000 for 
deficiency. The Pontiac Reformatory is 
probably $100,000 behind, and all the State 
institutions so far heard from are deficient. 
The only exception is the Soldiers’ Home. 
This institution asks $300,000 for mainte- 
hance and an assembly room. 

Every one of these institutions wants 
electric light plants and new dings of 
various sizes, barns, dormitories, and ev- 
erything human ingenuity can suggest. 
Nearly all of the State departments want 
increase of clerical help and salary, too. 
There is a $30,000 deficiency in the Adjutant- 
General's office. This department has spent 
over a quarter of a million dollars in the 
last two years, and there has been no strike 
in that time. 

The annual encampments of the militia at 
Camp Lincoln are said to have cost $90,000 
each year. The State is not through set- 
tling up yet for damages to corn crops and 
88 on account of a sham battle held 

ere. 

The fact that the State is bankrupt, or, to 
be more accurate, $1,500,000 in debt, await- 
ing the incoming of the tax levy, produces 
no appreciable effect on the members of 
the General Assembly. Every man who has 
an institution in his district wants his piece 
of pork out of the barrel, and he is likely 
to get it, too. It is said that the Capitol 
must be reroofed or it will fall in, and the 
Governor’s mansion needs overhauling. 
The State Fair Grounds out here are not 
completed, so the Springfield folks say, and 
$190,000 is asked to put up a few more build- 
ings. 


Cook County Wants Some. 


Cook County will get ‘‘a lifter.” Cooley, 
the paid lobbyist of the Drainage Board, is 
here in expensive quarters at a good salary 
trying to get an increased tax levy out of 
the taxpayers, in the drainage district. It 
is a curious condition when a man who 
fattens at the public crib is laboring to 
work more money out of the people that he 
is supposed to represent. 

A nate bill went to third reading in the 
House today increasing from $3 to $5 per 
diem éhe pay of judges and clerks of elec- 
tion. These are only a few items of interest. 
The Senate today seated Senator Berry in 
place of Manifold, Democrat. Senator Ber- 
ry got an allowance of $700 for his attor- 
ney fees and Manifold got $1,000 and $700 
for his attorney fees. Manifold’s name goes 
off the payroll, but Berry’s goes on. 

So Gov. Tanner will be compelled to use his 
veto power, or, as above indicated, the tax 
levy will be twice as much as it ever was 
before. The appropriations, judging by the 
way the claims are being made and the ring 
is being shaped up, will run $10,000,000. 


LUNDIN EXPECTS HIS BILL TO PASS. 


He and Moses Salomon Are Smoothing 
the Way for the Anti-Depart- 
ment Store Measure. 


> 


Springfield, III., March 18.—[{Special.}— 
Moses Salomon has sprung up to take the place 
of Jamieson and Lorimer in the anti-depart- 
ment store movement. He has the active co- 
operation of Senator Joseph P. Mahoney 
and Senator Frederick Lundin. Today 
Moses had the satisfaction of seeing his 
anti-department store bill sent to third read- 
ing in the Senate. It was set down as a 
special order for next Tuesday at 11 o’clock. 
At this time it is understood a great delega- 
tion of anti-departmest store people will 
be here, and there will probably be some 
speech making on the lower floor of the 
Senate. 

Moses has been laboring for the last two or 
three days with a special committee ap- 
pointed by Mr. Selby, Chairman of the House 
Republican caucus, of which Judge Sherman 
is the Chairman. He wants the committee 
to indorse his bill so as to get it going in the 
House. Joe Schwab has one in the House, 
Another bill is lodged in the House commit- 
tee on Municipal Corporations. 

Up to this time there has been no open com- 
mittee meeting on any of these measures. 
There is no 1 „ to listen to any 
opinions other than th of Moses Salomon. 
There will be a debate in the Senate next 
Tuesday, and some of the Senators do not 
hesitate to say that party or no party the 
bills are unconstitutional. 

The bills undoubtedly raise a nice question 
of law concerning which there is a diversity 
of opinion. Some lawyers say they are un- 
constitutional. 

Lundin expects to get his bill through next 
Tuesday, and according to the say so of his 
friends will add materially to the vote he will 
get as the Republican candidate for City 
Clerk by reason of his exertions on behaif 
of the legislation. 


NEW BANKING BILL PROPOSED. 


Provides That Total Liabilites of State 
Institutions Shall Not Exceed 
10 Per Cent of Capital. 


Springfield, III., March 18.—Representa- 
tive Rowe today introduced a bill amending 
the State banking law and providing for the 
submission of the proposed amendment to 
the people at the next general election. The 
bill provides that the total liabflities of a 
banking association for money borrowed, 
including the liabilities. of the several mem- 
bers thereof, shall at no time exceed one- 
tenth of the amount of capital of such asso- 
ciation actually paid in. Every director of 
any such association knowingly violating 
the provisions of the act shall be held able 
in his personal and individual capacity for 
all damage which may be sustained by the 
association, its shareholders, or others in 
consequence of such violation.

C. P. Reot, President of the Associated 
Cycling Clubs, Urges the Passage 
ot the Measure—Presents Petition 
Signed by 40,000 Riders of the City 
Aid.

The Council Committee on Streets and Al- 
leye South, by a vote of 7 to 2 ordered Ald.

bicycles alone. This sort of an ordinance 
the cyclists all over Chicago favored, with 
the reservation that the fundsthus obtained 
be employed for street improvement. 


Wheelmen Are Indignant. 

The 25-cent scheme suggested by. Ald. 
O'Neill, however, stirred up considerable 
indignation among wheelmen who heard of 
it.

ence to bicycle riding.

Local Organization Discusses Plans for 
the Wheeling Business of the 
Coming Season. 


At a meeting at the Wellington Hotel of 
the Cycle Board of Trade there were present

The old race-track 
crowd does itself no good by keeping people 
here, and if a pooling bill is wanted some 
other class should be sent to push it. 

The Kilcourse bill is to permit poolselling 
and bookmaking on race fracks, and pro- 
vides that racing may not continue more 
than sixty days on one track ina year. It 
also says that a tax of $50 a day must be 
paid to the County Treasurer of the county 
in which the track is located. The County 
Treasurer must remit the tax to the State 
Treasurer every six Ways, deducting the 
2 per cent allowed him by law. 

The section permitting the making of 
books and pool selling reads: 

At the time of every race meeting it shall be 
lawful to make books and buy and sell pools upon 
the result of any race between horses to be act- 
ually had within such racing inclosure during the 
meeting being then and there held, but no books 
shall be made or pools bought or sold at any other 
time upon any race that takes place outside of the 
said inclosure. 

The next section provides for the regu- 
lation of the size of the track. It 
says that every racing inclosure un- 
der this act where books are made 
and pools bought and sold on races 
shall be not less than one mile in length 
and the owner of the inclosure may offer 
prizes and charge fees for entries. 

The next section provides that all race 
meetings shall be held within the period of 
time between the first day of May and the 
first day of November, thereafter following 
of each year and at no other time. It also 
says that the aggregate racing in each year 
shall not exceed sixty days and the meet- 
ing shall be conducted between the hours 
of 12 o’clock noon and 7 o'clock in the after- 
noon of every day. 

The penalties provided that whoever shall 
permit books to be made and pools to be 
bought or sold upon such racing inclosures 
excepting as provided for in the act shall 
pay the county in which such meeting is held 
not less than $200 nor more than $1,000 for 
each and every offense. Any person who 
shall make books or buy and sell pools con- 
trary to the provisions of the act is Mable 
to a fine of not less than $200 and imprison- 
ment in county jail not less than thirty days 
nor more than six months, and any person 
or corporation who shall fail to pay the tax 
imposed upon it by the act shall pay to the 
State of Illinois the sum of $1,000 for each 


‘day it so fails to pay. 


Anti-Pooling Bill Passes. 

Madison, Wis., March 18.—[Special.]—The 
Assembly passed the Wylie anti-pool-selling 
bill today, and it is now in the Senate Com- 
mittee on State Affairs, which, if a vote 
were taken today, would recommend ft for 
passage.

DOERR FIGHTS A ROUND. 
ALDERMAN ENTERTAINS CLERK 1= 
LEY WITH FISTICUFFS. 


Combat Takes Piace in the Basement 
ef the City Hall and Both Show the 
Effects of the Set-To—Trouble, It 
Is Said, Grows Out of Political Ques- 
tions—Health Inspector Parney and 
a Detective Separate the Bellig- 
erents.

This is not a continued story of the little 
unpleasantness at Carson City between Mr.

It ig, instead, a true tale of how Ald. Win- 
lam J. Doerr, representing the Fifth Ward 
of the City of Chicago in the Common Coun- 
cil, met Dennis J. Riley, clerk in the Pro- 
bate Court, yesterday afternodn in the City 
Hall. Only one round was fought, the po- 
lice and spectators climbing into the ring 
and separating the contestants. 

The fight occurred in the corridor in the 
basement. The spot chosen for the battle 
was thought to be secure from interruption, 
as it was immediately in front of detective 
headquarters. Unfortunately it was too 
close to the Health Inspector’s office, and 
one of the inspéctors mistook the fight be- 
tween an Alderman and a clerk of the Pro- 
bate Court for a nuisance and proceeded to 
abate it. 

The principals declined to give signed 
statements of their views of the battle. 

Just before noon the two principals met 
in the Chicago Opera-House Block, and 
there was some discussion on political mat- 
ters. Riley was a candidate for State Sen- 
ator last fall against Dave Shanahan, but 
was defeated. Ald. Doerr was a candidate 
for renomination this spring, but was like- 
wise defeated. Bystanders say each ac- 
cused the other of contributing to his de- 
feat. They went into training at once, walk- 
ing briskly across the street, and, entering 
the City Hall, they walked into the ring. 

Riley opened with a stiff blow at the Al- 
derman’s face. The Alderman countered 
and got in a right hook on the other’s face. 
A general interchange of blows followed. 
Riley landed whenever he wanted to, but 
could not keep out of the way of the Alder- 
man’s terrible right. The Alderman re- 
treated toWards his corner. Riley threw 
himself on his opponent and kept hammer- 
ing away at his face. 

The crowd yelled and shouted, and In- 
spector James Parney rushed out of his of- 


] fice and climbed into the ring. He flashed 


a star authorizing him to subdue odoriferous 
ash boxes, and the crowd, trembling before 


the insignia, gave way, while the inspector. 


jerked Riley to his feet. 

Some of the detectives in the meantime, 
hearing that a Health Inspector was inter- 
meddling with their prerogatives, rushed 
out and brought in everybody they could 
find. This included the Alderman, Riley, 
and the Health Inspector. 

The Alderman was bleeding from a gash 
in one eyelid and both eyes were swelling 
rapidly. Riley’s face showed a number of 
queer-shaped marks, each about the same 
size as the cameo in a ring worn by the Al- 
derman.

Western managers received notice yesterday of 
the suit instituted in Texas by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral against George W. Jalonick and every fire 
insurance company doing business in the State 
for violating the trust law. The suit is attracting 
widespread attention on account of its sweeping 
character and the number of companies involved. 

The petition alleges that on and after Jan. 1 the 
insurance companies and George W. Jalonick en- 
tered into an agreement to fix the figure which 
would be charged by each of the companies for 
the insurance of property in the State against fire, 
making the rate in all localities the same, and 
that Jalonick is permitted to dictate terms and 
conditions upon which insurance will be permit 
ted. It is alleged that the agreement was made 
to create restrictions in the making of contracts 
for insurance and to prevent competition. 

The Attorney-General asks that the defendants 
be perpetually enjoined from further carrying out 
such agreement and that the permits of each of the 
corporations to do business in the State be can- 
celed. 

This~attempt to oust the companies from the 

State on the ground that they are in a combine 
affects a larger number of concerns than the 
similar effort being made by Attorney-General 
Mounett of Ohio, who specifies the Western and 
British American of Toronto, the Caledonia, Lon- 
don and Lancashire Royal. Home of New York, 
and St. Paul.

The greatest genius so far is the inventor 
of the rotary shirt front.

‘ZOLA IS A DEGENERATE. 


SO SAYS PROF. LOMBROSO IN AN 
ERUDITD CRITICISM.

Nordau’s New Weapon of Offense 
Hurled Straight at the Head of the 
French Realist-From His Hydro- 
cephalous Head to His Wriggling 
Big Toe Zola Is Shown to Be an 
“Atavic Degenerate” — Scientific 
Proof Till You Can’t Rest, , 


IME was when the 
only way to be rid of 
a man greater than 
yourself was to hurl 
a Spear or a bomb at 
him and make an 
unpleasant mess. 
But the enterprising 
and nolsy firm of 
Lombroso, Nordau 
„& Co, has changed 
all that. It has in- 
vented a new and 
charming weapon 
which carries half 
Way around the 
mmile Zola. world, which can be 
made to hit the head of any man of genius 
with unerring precision, and which does its 
deadly work without leaving a trace of 
blood. 

It is ecarcely necessary to inform the 
learned modern. pseudo-scientist that this 
fearful weapon is the word degenerate.” 

The members of the firm are slightly at va- 
riance as to the best use for the new weapon. 
Herr Nordau regards it as a sort of gatling 
gun to be whirled on its pivot while firing, 
so as to mow down the. whole rim of the 
horizon. Sig. Lombroso thinks it should be 
used like one of Jules Verne’s automotor 
double death dealing fulgurator-deflagrator 
engines in the act of reducing a man*of-war 
to scrap iron. 

It is evidently under the inspiration of this 


his dread missile at the unprotected head 

the novelist Zola. In a recent criticism 
which Lombroso has made.upen the results 
of a medico-physiological inquiry to which 

Zola seems to have submitted, he declares 
in black and white that Zola is a degenerate, 
a victim of hereditary neurosis, and a 
maniac. That makes an end of the autor 
of “ Lourdes” and of Rome.“ It only rx- 
mains to be asked whether or not these two 
anti-Catholic books may not have had some 
effect in causing the Italian professor to 
pull the trigger upon the Frenchman. 

It may be interesting to note the ugly- 
looking verbal buckshot by means of which 
the Italian scientist has executed the 
“happy dispatch upon the French nov- 
elist. At the age of 6 Zola was hydro- 
cephalous.“ At 18 he had typhoid-fever 
— 5 dellrium and vertigo. Before he was 
30 he showed ‘‘a complexus of hysterical 
phenomena.” He could hear his heart 
beat in his arm. At school he gave no evi- 
denice of unusual intelligence except in com- 
position. These things are bad enough, but 
now we come to statements so portentous 
that they must be quoted verbatim: 

In respect of wrinkles, which when early and 
abnormally developed constitute a sign of degen- 
eration, attention is called to the fact that Zola 
presented numerous frontal wrinkles already at 
the age of 6 years, from which it is concluded that 
this is a sign of emotivity. I, with Cognetti, have 
found out that early wrinkles are one of the most 
prominent signs of atavic degeneration. Why not 
also take into account Zola’s prehensile foot, or, 
at any rate, the great mobility of his big toe, as 
another sign of degeneration? 

Why not, indeed? At last we have the 
most damning evidence against the great 
realist. It is scarcely necessary to proceed 
farther. Who would have anything to do 
with a man who has been caught by a great 
scientist in the act of wriggling his big toe? 
What woman, with her innate horror of 
wrinkles, would deign to look at the works 
of a writer who was caught in possession of 
a frontal wrinkle before he was out of baby 
clothes? 

Another thing: Zola has a bad ear for 
music. What did Shakspeare say about 
treasons, stratagems, and spoils? And he 
has great “ olfactory acuity.“ Every one 
knows how inconvenient at times are per- 
sons with too keen a sense of smell. It is 
pleasing to be assured by Prof. Lombroso 
that this is an attribute of dogs and degen- 
erates. 

Other proofs of Zola’s n are 
found by the learned professor in the nov- 
elist's great accuracy of sight, in his power 
to concentrate his attention when writing 
so that he does not hear a dog bark, and in 
his sense of order—a sense so highly devel- 
oped that he arranges his notes in pigeon- 
holes and cannot work unless everything is 
in perfect order on his table. Moreover, 
„ he keeps all his letters.“ Surely, this is 
conclusive enough. 

But there is one still more important in- 
dietment. He gets his perception of ob- 
jects from sight, of words from hearing.” 
One cannot be too thankful to the new sel- 
entific school for the revelation of such a 
depth of degeneracy. Before the rise of the 
new and shining lights of the degener- 
ation school we should have looked with 
perfect equanimity upon a person who got 
his perception of objects from sight and of 
words from hearing. We should even have 
admitted doing so ourselves under stress 
of temptation. But now that it has been 
revealed to be one of the “‘ stigmata ”’ of de- 
generation every self-respecting man or 
woman must indignantly repel such an im- 
putation. e get our perception of objects 
by taste and of words by telegraph. 

Amid all the brilliancy and thunder of 
Prof. Lombroso’s scientific broadside one 
cannot help wondering just a little whether 
this modern weapon called degeneration 
may not after all be an old-fashioned boom- 
erang. At least this missile launched at 
Zola shows a curious tendency to return on 
a short circuit and brain the man who has 


thrown it.

NOVELTY IN LAMP CHIMNBYS.
